nearly 12 months ago, a petition Is now 
being circulated, The petition is calling on 
the Student Senate to conductan ‘‘acyisory 
referendum’’ on ‘‘the issue of whether or 
not the ASSSC should purchase ighting 
for the SSC stadium.”’ 

Progress on the lights has been pro- 
ceeding by inches since they were apt roved 
by last year’s Student Senate. The lighting 
controversy has been spreading during the 
entire period since they were initially 
authorized.

fhe controversy was kept alive when 
the students at SSC elected a student body 
president, Steve Whitmore, who was openly 
opposed to the construction of the lights, 
In addition to \ hitmore, they also elected 
Scott Burns to the office of senate chair- 
man. Burns was also adamantly opposed 
to the lights. 

The newly elected student body officials 
generally contended that the lights were 
‘railroaded’’ through the old Student 
Senate, and consequently fought to delay 
them, On the other side, it was contended 
that the action of the Senate authorizing 
the lights was final, and that the delaying 
tactics being used were an unfair attempt 
to circumvent a legal action by the Senate. 

These ‘‘delaying tactics’’ includeda re- 
fusal by student body president W hitmnore 
to authorize the ASSSC to advertise for 
bids for the lights’ construction, This, in 
effect, halted all progress towards the

In another tremendous display of 
campus interest, students turned out in 
droves Oct, 15 and !6 to support their 
favorite candidates in the ASSSC Special 
Student Body F lection. 


On referendum #1 concerning working 
stipends to top ASSSC officers, the most 
important item on the ballot, a whopping 
grand total of 545 students turned out at 
the polls, They are now the majority 
opinion on campus mainly because the) 
turned out, Their number represents 3.7 
of the total eligible voting electorate in 
this college. 


Now into the more thrilling parts of 
the election, David Lively and Suzanne 
Yee were elected college union repre- 
sentatives, running uncontested for the two 
seats, Together they polled the huge total 
of 748 votes, 


Lastly, in the election for the | nde - 
clared and Nursing ltepresentative seat, 
Nick Sohrakoff defeated Robert Trombley, 
polling 58.4% of the vote, grand total 
of lis people out of the entire undeclared 
and nursing major fields voted The vote 
count was 69 to 49 for Sohrakotf,

Whitmore defended his action by saying 
that he could not proceed with the con- 
struction of the lights until such time 
as the incoming Student Senate had met, 
When the incoming Senate did meet, it 
passed a resolution saying that the lighis 
were to be halted until a feasibility study 
was conducted, 


Whitmore said that this precluded any 
action on his part to facilitate the con- 
struction of the lights, since the Senate 
represented the student body, 


The feasibility study obstacle was re- 
moved when the Senate rescinded its call 
for a feasibility study at a meeting this 
year. 

Whitmore then agreed to send out the 
bids for the lights on the condition that 
they contain a warning that a referendum 
scheduled later this year on mandatory 


student body fees might render the student 
body incapable of paying for the lights, 

Whitmore later che nged his mind on this 
condition when he was advised that such 
provisoes were ‘‘contrary to established 
business practices,’’ Whitmore has now 
authorized the ASSSC to advertise for the 
bids without any provisions, 

[he petition, according to Whitmore, is 
an ‘‘attempt to prevent further factionali- 
zation of the student body over this issue, 
Once the students have made their opinion 
known, we should all abide by it.’’ 

When asked if this meant that he would 
end his opposition to the lights inthe event 
that a vote showed that a majority of the 
students supported them, Whitmore said 
that, although he felt that the lights were 
not ‘‘in the best interests of the student 
body,’’ he would end his opposition, “qj 
would have no choice but to carry out the 
expressed will of*the student body.’’

book stipends a maximum of $150 per 
semester, awarded to the vice president 
and senate chairman, 'he president, in 
addition to the book stipend, was allowec 
up to $450 per semester for ‘‘cost of 
living.”’

I think that the pervasiveness 
of the left-wine ideological bigotry 
was amply demonstrated by the 
events of last week. Many indi- 
viduals were actually outraged at 
hearing the conservative point of 
view, however meager it must have 
appeared against the deafening and 
monotonous repetitions of the left- 
wing ideology. 

For instance, there is the letter 
to the editor which appeared inthe 
State Hornet (10/17/69) by a writer 
who accuses the Young Americans 
for Freedom of standing for 
‘‘racism, bigotry, greed and the 
dog-eat-dog philosophy of Ameri- 
can capitaiism,’’ and compares the 
YAF with the Hitler Youth in Ger- 
many. I must congratulate him fo: 
an excellent regurgitation of what 
he learned at this great institution 
of higher learning. 

In the same issue of the State 
Hornet, there was another letter 
of the same vein by a John Hollen- 
back which accused the YAF of 
“deceitful and demagogic frauds’’ 
for opposing ‘‘the use of state 
colleges for political purposes”’ 
because they really only oppose 
the goals of the peace movement, 
Mr. Hollenback ie quite right in 
stating that YAF is opposed to the 
aims of the so-called peace move- 
ment, the aims being essentiall 
defeat in Vietnam. unilateral dis- 
armament, and the undermi? ing of 
America’s will to survive. But, 
however evil and sinister our mo- 
tives for opposing such worthy 
goals, it really has nothing to do 
with the question of the desirability 
of the state colleges continuing to 
be an appendage of a political 
movement. 

Another example would be some 
of the happenings at the Oct. 15 
Vietnam Moratorium Convocation, 
where they had debate between 
three advocates of surrender in 
Vietnam versus one advocate of 
victory, in conformance with the 
usual standards of fairness at this 
great institution of higher learn- 
ing. At any rate, one could tel! 
frorn the reaction of some of the 
people in the audience to pro- 
victory speaker, which consisted 
of hoots, derisive laughter, agon- 
ized groans, etc., pretty much 
what they were thinking, i.e. ‘‘How 
could anyone believe that? We, 
of course, know better from what 


we were taught in our class- 
rooms,”’ 
Actually, it has never failed 


to amaze me just how uncritical- 
ly some students will accept 
everything which a professor will 
say in his classrom harangues. 
I guess it is an exaggeration to 
accuse the state colleges of brain- 
washing since in most cases it 
requires only a light rinse.
